Army of 50,000 Required to Pre- 
serve Order on That Is- 
lam! Alone. 



Philippines Call for Twenty-Five 
Thousand and Porto Rico for 
Six Thousand Men. 



Adjutant General Cor bin Makes 
Plain That Colonies Will 
Involve Huge Expense. 



By Associated Press. 

Washington, Dec. 14.— Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin appeared to-ilny before the 
house committee on military affairs, His 
statements attracted unusual interest be- 
cause of their direct reference to condi- 
tions in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines and the military requirements on 
which the war department was acting. 
As to tho need of tin increased army, 
General Corbin said that was a ' most 
serious proposition. He proceeded: 

"The Cuban evacuation commission 
has sumbittcd a statement that in order 
to preserve order and restore order in 
Cuba it will require the presence of an 
army of 50,000 men." "It was my re- 
commendation," said General Corbin, 
"that the plan of sending; troops to Cuba 
was based. It might be found that 50,- 
000 men would not be absolutely requi- 
site. But we arc holding 50,000 men in 
readiness to go if rer/uirod." 

As to the Philippines, General Otis in 
command there had recommended that 
25,000 men were required. In Porto 
Rico Iho ollleers iti command there re- 
ported that the force now on hand is 
about adequate Tor requirements. It is 
about 0,000. 

That makes 81,000—50,000 for Cuba, 
25.000 for the Philippines and about 
0,000 for Porto Iiico, leaving from an 
army of 100,000 men about 38,000 for 
reserves at home, 

"Do you think 50,000 Tor Cuba n con- 
servative estimate'.' - ' asked Mr. Jett, of 
Illinois. 

"I think it is," answered the General. 
"And how long will that last?'' asked 
Mr. Hay. 

"I wish I could say," answered General 
Corbin. "But no man can say. You can- 
not view conditions in Cuba as you can 
in Ohio. For 100 years the people there 
have been accustomed to be ruled by 
force. The officers there fear that, with 
these conditions and habits, if troops are 
not there, trouble may occur."

FEDERATION OP LABOR. 

Opening Proceedings of the Eighteenth 
Animal Convention — Linotype 
Machinists in Dispute. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dee. 33.— The eigh- 
teenth iiuuual convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor was begun yes- 
terday. About 150 delegates from all 
parts of this country, and two from 
across the witter — William Thornc- and 
William Iliskip, of London, representing 
the British trades union congress — were 
present. 

At to-day's session James O'Connell. 
of Chicago, grand master of the mech- 
anics' union, offered a resolution giving 
machinists jurisdiction over all men em- 
ployed mechanically in the care of lino- 
type machines. There lias been a con- 
troversy between printers and machin- 
ists as to which union should control 
this particular labor. The resolution 
was referred to a committee, A hot 
light is expected when it shall be report- 
ed Lack from the committee. 

.James Duncan, a representative of 
the international granite cutters' union, 
made a report of his attendance as a 
delegate to the British Trades Congress 
of Great Britain, lust August. Mr. 
Duncan declared that the English trades 
unions have made splendid progress in 
procuring legislation looking ti> reforms 
in different lines. 



SENATOR MACFARLANE DEAD. 

Another of the Fathers of Confederation 
Passes Away at a Venerable 
Age. 

Halifax, Dec. 14— (Special)— Senator 
Maefarlane died this morning; at his 
home at Wallace. Cumberland county. 
He was appointed to the senate in 1S70, 
and was a Conservative in politics. 

The deceased senator several months 
ago passed the advanced age of four- 
score, having been born at Wallace on 
the 17lh June, 1818. He was a lawyer 
by profession, having been cnlled to the 
bar in 1844, and appointed a Queen's 
Counsel in 1807. His public service has 
extended over a very long period, he hav- 
ing sat for his native county, Cumber- 
land, from 1850 until confederation, dur- 
ing the last two years being a member 
of the executive council of the province, 
He was one of the delegates from Nova 
Scotia to the colonial conference in Lon- 
don in 1800-07, to complete the terms 
of union. Senator Maefarlane had a 
large interest in the Springhlll coal mill- 
ing company, of which he was for a long 
time president.

HAVANA'S STREET RAILWAY. 

Toronto Capitalists See in the Enterprise 
a Good Opening for Investment. 

Toronto, Dec. 14, — (Special)— A num- 
ber of Toronto capitalists nre said to hi- 
nt Havana, Cuba, endeavoring to secure 
control of the street railway franchise 
there which was to have been disposed of 
to-day. The capitalists concerned are 
said to be William MeKenzie, Fred 
Nieholls and S. P, Madden. 



From Our. Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Dec. 14.— Matters are shap- 
ing so tiiat a definite announcement re 
the Pacific cable may be expected any 
day. The Australian colonies were to 
contribute four ninths of tho cost, but a 
hitch occurred regarding the contribu- 
tions of the home government and Can- 
ada respectively. The proposition was 
that the Imperial government should 
pay three-ninths and Canada two-ninths, 
but the Imperial authorities thought the 
Dominion should contribute a little more. 
The understanding now, therefore, is 
that the share will be five-eighteenths 
each. 

Sixteen officers, including thirteen 
from the permanent corps, will assemble 
at the Royal Military college in Febru- 
ary to undergo a four months' course of 
instruction in general staff duties. The 
three officers of the active militia not 
connected with the permanent corps 
who will take the proposed course of 
training are dipt. Woods, ndjntnnt 
Eighth Royal Rifles, Quebec; Capt. 
Winter, adjutant. G. G. F. G., Ottawa; 
and Capt. Ritchie, adjutant, With Bat- 
talion, Halifax. The experience of the 
States in the recent trouble with Cuba 
demonstrated that what is wanted in the 
States — and the same is the case in 
Canada — is a body of experienced and 
energetic officers capable of handling or 
providing for larger units than inde- 
pendent companies or battalions: in 
other words, men who are competent to 
govern large bodies of men. For this 
reason the course of training will be 
given at Kingston under Col. Kitson. 

The Supreme court delivered judgment 
in about a dozen appeals this morning, 
chiefly from the province of Quebec. 
The British Columbia appeal of Cole vs. 
Pope was dismissed with costs. Cole 
sought to upset the decision of the 
Supreme court of the province, award- 
ing Rufus Pope $5,250 for an interest 
in the Eldorado mine, which he bought 
from Cole, but which was found subse- 
quently to be non-existent, surveys 
showing that the property bargained for 
was included in another mine.

Atlanta, Gu., Dee. 14. — President Mc- 
Kinley, the members of the cabinet, and 
a party of prominent military men reach- 
ed Atlanta this morning. They came to 
participate in the peace jubilee to be held 
here. At noon the President addressed 
members of the Georgia legislature now 
in session. In the course of his speech 
the President said: "Sectional lines no 
longer mar the map of the United Stat ,es. 
Sectional feeling no longer holds back 
the love we bear each other. Fraternity 
is the national anthem, sung by n chorus 
of 45 states and territories at home and 
beyond the sens. The union is once more 
the common atlas of our love and loy- 
alty, our devotion and sacrifice. Every 
soidier's grave made during our unfortu- 
nate civil war is a tribute to American 
valor and while when those graves were 
made we differed widely about the future 
of this government, the differences were 
long tigo settled by the arbitrament of 
arms, and the time now comes in the 
evolution of sentiment and feeling under 
the Providence of God, wben in the spirit 
of fraternity, we share with you in the 
care of the graves of confederate sol- 
diers. 

The cordial feelings which now hap- 
pily exist between the North and South 
prompts this gracious act, and if it need- 
ed further justification it is found in the 
gallunt loyalty to the union and the flag 
s» conspicuously shown in the year just 
passed by the sons and grandsons of 
those heroic dead." 

The President's reference to the con- 
federate dead was greeted with the wild- 
est applause. 

The prettiest and most novel event of 
the day's festivities occurred during the 
afternoon. It was the floral parade, in 
which nil the prominent people of the city 
took part. Carriages' of every kind were 
in line and all beautifully decorated in 
an elaborate manner. The ladies of the 
city vied with one another in their ef- 
forts to put up the most beautiful car- 
riage.

Lee, third officer Joseph 
Cottier, boatswain T. 15eb.ni, (luarter- 
mnster I>\ Carlson, able seamen J. Webb 
and W. Carness, second steward D. Dar- 
nell and second cook W. Martia, These, 
with 45 rescued by the Johnston Line 
steamer Vcdamore, complete the list of 
survivors, 18 having been lost in an at- 
tempt to leave the disabled ship ill one 
of her small boats. 

Of the latter two were cattlemen who 
perished and the balance wore members 
of the crew. The names of the cattle 
men who were lost were Darnel Coventy, 
of Boston, and Thos. McCoy, of "Wor- 
cester, Mass., and those of the crew who 
met the same fate were: Chief officer 
Murray, chief engineer Stafford, third 
engineer Win. Slater, carpenter Wcig- 
mnnn, chief steward Harry Waterman, 
fireman E. A. Shafcrd, seamen Johnson, 
Nicolson, Peterson, ELendricksoh, Crow- 
ley, Williams, Honuessy, and Howard 
and a man whose name is unknown and 
who was working bis way to England. 

The Londonian left Boston on Xo 
vember Hi loaded witli general merchan 
disc and carrying tiUO cattle, bound for 
London. How she became helpless 
through an accident to her steering gear 
and wallowed in the trough of the sea 
from November 22 to November 25, 
how she was sighted by the Vcdamore 
who lay alongside for three days a ail 
after heroic efforts succeeded in taking 
off 45 of those on board, and how before 
the rescue of the balance was accomplish- 
ed the two steamers became separated in 
the darkness and finally lost sight of one 
another, has already been told. On No- 
vember 29 the Londonian was again 
sighted by the British steamer King Ar- 
thur and a close inspection of the wreck 
showed no signs of life. A few days 
later one of the Loadoaian's life boats 
witli oars in it. was sighted but nothing 
else was there to indicate the fate of its 
occupants. 

A week has elapsed since the arrival of 
the Vcdamore and during the interim 
but little hope has been felt that any of 
those who remained on board the Lon- 
donian when she and the Vcdamore part- 
ed company would ever be heard from 
again. That another chapter of this tale 
<if the sea is to be told seems little short 
••of miraculous. 

The thread of the narrative is again 
taken up on the night of Monday, No- 
vember 28, just before midnight, when 
the Rickmers, bound from Bremen for 
Baltimore, sighted ;i steamer burning a 
Hare light upon her bridge. Capt. Baal 
CJroseho, of the German liner, altered 
the course of his vessel and in the moon- 
light made out a large steamer with 
such' a list to starboard as almost to 
thrown her on her beam ends. A hail 
from him ami an answering shout from 
the wreck showed that there was life 
aboard. 

Second mate D. Lena, of the Rickmers, 
with six men put off to the rescue, Kor 
more than three hours, owing to the 
heavy swell, futile attempts were made 
to reach the wreck which by this time 
was ascertained to be that of the Lon- 
•douain. 

Finally as a last resort the rescuers 
got in close to the stern of the' disabled I 
craft ami shouted to those on board, j 
all of whom were huddled on the bridge, 
to make their way aft and throw them 
a line. This being complied with, tho | 
shipwrecked sailors were instructed to 
make the line fast about their bodies 
and throw themselves into the water. 
One after another obeyed and were 
drawn aboard the life bout. When thel 
rescuers and rescued reached tho side 
of the Rickmers it was found that, the 
sea was still so high as to make it im- 
possible to bring the boat, close alongside, 
ami one after another the occupants of 
the little craft were hauled aboard with 
lines and tin? lifeboat set adrift. 

The wreck of the Londonian drifted 
away in the darkness and those who had 
been aboard of her have little doubt that 
she ultimately sank. The Rickmers re- 
sumed her course and to-night bronchi 
to this city Capt. Lee and his seven ship- 
mates, none of whom had ever expected 
to reach land after losing sight of the 
Vcdamore.

TORONTO SHIVERS. 

Five Below Zero ami Walking Good 
From City to Island. 

Toronto, Dec 13— (Special)— The tem- 
perature took a sudden drop this morn- 
ing and registered 5 below at 8 o'clock, 
The bay is frozen over to the depth of 
two or three inches, and several men 
walked over to the island. 
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By Associated Tress. 

Berlin, Dec. 12.— -During the course of 
the debate on foreign affairs in the reich- 
stag to-day, Herr Ricliter, the German 
radical leader, expressed the opinion that 
Emperor William's tour of the Holy 
Land bad loft a mixed impression in the 
minds of Protestants. Herr Bichter 
protested against the recent expulsion 
from North Schleswig, as being un- 
worthy of a great people, and expressed 
the hope that negotiations with Great 
Britain, for a commercial treaty, were 
progressing well. Tho radical leader 
also said no unnecessary obstacles should 
be placed in the way of the importation 
of American products. He then advo- 
cated the new' army bill, but said it was 
of such proportions that it did not har- 
monize with the sympathy expressed in 
the speech from tho throne on the sub- 
ject of the Czar's disarmament propos- 
als, ncrr Richtcr severely criticized the 
treatment of the Lippe-Detmold question, 
and demanded that Emperor William's 
telegrams should bo countersigned by re- 
sponsible ministers. 

Count Padowski Webner, secretary of 
state for the interior, referring to alleg- 
ed uneasiness as to the condition of pub- 
lic affairs, said the situation both at 
home and abroad was favorable. In any 
event he could aver that there was no 
uneasiness among the federal govern- 
ment of the empire which were entirely 
of one mind on all important questions. 
Regarding Herr Richter's allustion to 
ministerial responsibility he said that 
nothing was done in the empire without 
the responsibility of the imperial counsel- 
lor and that during Emperor William's 
absence in the Bast, public affairs had 
been continuously disposed of. The late- 
ness of the date for convening the reich- 
stag was due, he said, to the necessity 
of thoroughly preparing the proposed 
bills. Regarding the expulsions, he 
pointed out that the power vested in 
individual states for the performance of 
such acts could not be limited. He then 
explained the necessity for legislation to 
protect men who were willing to work 
against the intimidation of strikers, and 
concluded by declaring that the settle- 
ment of the Lippe-Detmold succession 
rested with the bundesrath, which had 
not yet reached a decision. 

Baron von Bttclow, the foreign secre- 
tary, dwelt at length upon foreign af- 
fairs. He said the Eastern question at 
the present moment was peaceful and 
much less threatening to the peace of 
the world, though be did not mean to 
implv that the problem was settled. Bis- 
cussing Emperor William's recent tour, 
Baron von Buelow said that its result 
had disproved all stories disseminated as 
to ndventurcouB plans and opposing 
claims. German Protestants would allow 
no one to dispute! their right to have a 
house of God in holy places. The desire 
of Emperor William, he asserted, to de- 
dicate the Church of the Redeemer him- 
self, was an act of piety to his ances- 
tors as well as a matter of personal re- 
ligion. The journey also showed other 
governments, tin.' secretary continued, 
that Germany does not wish to injure 
the well-founded rights of others any- 
where. Neither in the East nor else- 
where did Germany oppose French in- 
terests, though of course, she bad never 
recognized a foreign protectorate of Ger- 
man subjects. Referring to the expul- 
sions from Prussia he said: "Interna- 
tional relations will be in no way dis- 
turbed since the expulsions were an aid 
of sovereignty, which in special cases 
could not be averted." With regard to 
Germany's relations to Great Britain, 
Baron von Buelow said there were vari- 
ous matters in which Germany could 
proceed in company with England, and 
that willingly, without prejudice and 
witli the fullest, maintenance of other 
valuable relations. Then turning to 
Germany's attitude toward the Hispano- 
Amerioan war, ho said: "Our duty has 
boon to take care that Germany's rela- 
tions with neither Spain nor America 
should bo disturbed. Germany has no 
special interest in Cuba, and it was not 
for Germans to judge who was right or 
who was wrong. Therefore the German 
government has scrupulously observed 
U loyal neutrality. Never during the 
war did the governmant show or even 
feel any inclination toward unwarranted 
intervention. In a straightforward man- 
ner within the bounds of strict neutrality 
and without prejudicing relations with 
either belligerent we did everything in 
our power to prevent: injury to German; 
shipping and trade. (Cheers'). Various 
differences of principle existed in our 
commercial relations with America but 
negotiations that were stopped during the 
war will be resumed and I may venture 
to believe that, with mutual good will, 
the friendly relations between Germany 
and the United States will be maintained 
in the field of commerce." In conclud- 
ing, Baron von Buelow said: "The 'gov- 
ernments are endeavoring to ohserve 
peace nnd Germany hopes to succeed for 
a long time to come in avoiding serious 
conflicts." 



DEATH If A PAK 



J. E. Ferro' of Skagway Loses His 
Mind and Freezes on 
the Trail. 



Snow Avalanches Cause Death ol 
Many Workmen on Railway 
Construction. 



The steamer Danube arriving from 
Lynn Canal ports lust night reports a 
succession of fatal accidents on the con- 
struction of the White Bass railway, 
the warm Chinook winds having softened 
the snow, and blasting operations bring- 
ing innumerable avalanches down upon 
the workers. One of the Officers of the 
Danube while at Skagway was told of 
six of these fatalities oecuring within 
the week; he obtained no names as n 
railway laborer's death is not regarded 
as sutiicicntly important to command 
much attention, but he was ussured that 
no fewer than fifteen or twenty had 
lost their lives on the railway line since 
the advent of winter. A number of 
deaths are also spoken of indefinitely 
as having occurred on the trail to Ben- 
nett, only one, however, being positively 
confirmed. In this the victim was .T. L. 
Ferro, the well-known packer, who was 
found frozen to death on the summit. 

Ferro- was the man who brought to 
Skagway the news of the great strike at 
Atlill. The news of the death of the 
unfortunate man was brought to Skag 
way by C. W. Emery, who was with him 
on the trail. Ferro was on his way home 
from Bennett and Emery overtook him 
near Brook's camp and noticing be was 
exhausted gave him a horse. They trar 
elled together as far as the Meadows, 
when there Emery suggested they take 
dinner. He said he would not eat as he 
had no money, but Emery insisted and 
he partook of a hearty meal. After din- 
ner they started to make White pass. 
Shortly after leaving the Meadows, they 
met O'Brien's pack trail) and could then 
keep the trail without much 'difficulty. 
They were coming up the north side of 
the summit. Epiery here met. a friend 
and was detained in conversation and 
Ferro went on bis way. Emery finally 
started in pursuit of hint, but could get 
trace neither of him nor his horse, but 
after considerable time bad elapsed he 
saw him (in a high point near Summit 
lake, a good mile off the trail. He bailed 
him and asked about the horse. He said 
be had tied his blankets and gun on 
him and turned him loose, giving as a 
reason that the, horse would not follow 
the trail. 

The Danube left Skagway on Saturd... 
three days later than the Cottage City, 
which arrived here on Tuesdav night. A 
correspondent of the Bkagway-At! 
Budget writing from the White pass ( 
the 8th inst. says: 

A severe snow storm has been raging 
on the summil f« r the past three days, 
while on this side, as fur as the Ford.' it 
has been arining, but has now turned to 
snow. 

It is reported here that Tom Noilly 
and Tex. two railroad packers engaged 
in packing supplies over the summit to 
the camp, were to-day found under a 
slide, but the report lacks confirmation. 

The trail between Summit lake and 
the Ford is filled with slides. The rail 
road company have a gang of men on 
gaged digging them out so they can get 
sutmlie.s and wood to Camo It, 

Fifty men quit work at Cumji 10. dm 
to a reduction in hours, it is said. They 
had been working ten hours and hail 
been cut to nine. 

Mr. Emery tried to convince tho man 
thnt he was off the trail, but be insisted 
to the contrary, Emery was then satL 
Bed that the man was bereft of reason, 
but be stayed by him and let his horse 
go. The next morning they stnrted to 
summit lake, the nearest point where as- 
sistance could be had. Emery fold Fer- 
ro to keep walking so that he' would not 
got too cold, until his return. Fearing 
that the demented man might expire be- 
fore his return he asked him: "What 
word would you send to your family?" 

"Tell my wife that I froze to death." 

Emery reached Camp 11 and there the 
assistance of five railroad men -was se- 
cured, and -when they reached Ferro thev 
found him head, but still warm and lim- 
ber.

MANITOBA CROP'S. 

Seven Million Bushels of Wheat in Ex- 
cess of Ijast Year's Yield— Oats 
Likewise; Increased. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 1-1.— (Special)— Bulle- 
tin No. 07 of the department of agricul- 
ture for Manitoba was issued to-day. It 
is the last one for tbis year and contains 
information as to tbe actual yield of 
various kinds of grain and the conditions 
generally existing during harvest and 
fall, compiled from returns' from regular 
correspondents of the department made 
under date of December 1. The informa- 
tion on all items is satisfactory and as 
to many highly so. The totnl yield of 
wheat is 25,313,745 bushels, as compared 
with lS,2tJl,850 bushels last your. Tbe 
area sown is increased 107,350 acres; and 
what is even more gratifying, the aver- 
age yield jumped from 14.14 to 17.01 
bushels per acre. 

Of oats 17,:tS0,252 bushels have been 
raised, B;C57,739 in excess of last year. 
Tbe average yield was 'SS.ii bushels, com- 
pared with 22.7. 

Barley, Hnx, rye and peas, potatoes and 
other roots, are In excess of last year; 

The number of beef cattle exported 
fro'm the province this season was 12,- 
525, of vvhic.li number 7,500 caine from 
the northwestern part of the province 
tributary to the line of tbe M. & N. YV. 
railway. There were 2, ',»<)() stockers nliip- 
ped to tbe Northwest Territories to be 
fattened, and 20,000 shipped to the Unit- 
ed States. 

The number of bogs shipped to British 
Columbia by the C. P. It. wus 1,500; tbe 
number received by Winnipeg butchers 
and packers was 18,000; total 23.100. 

Customs returns show that 1,110,781 
pounds of pork was imported to Winni- 
peg from the United Stales to meet the 
demand of markets supplied from Win- 
nipeg.

A. O. U. W. hall has. been converted 
into u veritable fairyland by the ladies 
who undertook to give u children's carni- 
val in aid of the fund for the erection of 
a children's ward at the jubilee hospi- 
tal.

The ward 
is to be built largely of glass; in fact, 
the upper story, which is to be used as 
the nursery,, is to be almost entirely of 
ykiKs, the roof and sides being of that

In the ward proper 
there are to be very large windows, so 
there will be nothing dreary about it. 
The estimated cost of the ward is §3,000, 
towards which the ladies already have

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BRIBERY BY WHOLESALE. 

Whatever else may be said in regard 
to Premier Semlin, it must he confessed 
tlitit when he goes in for bribery he 
does it by wholesale. There probably 
never was in polities anything equal to 
his declaration to the people of Cowi- 
ehau, made during the course of his 
Speech at Duncan's on Tuesday night; 
All parts of the country are calling for 
public works, said the Premier, and the 
government cannot possibly meet all 
demands. Under these circumstances, 
be s:iid, it is to the advantage of Cowi- 
chan to have a representative who has 
the ear of the government. 

There are several objections to this 
proposition, Ohe of them is that it is 
not by any means certain that any 
friend of Mr. Semlin will " have the 
ear of the government" after the house 

meets. Tln> probabilities are all in the 
other direction. Therefore if Mr. Sem- 
lin's extraordinary contention is to re- 
ceive any consideration at the hands of 
the people of Oowichan, they will prob- 
ably require some guarantee from him 
as to the stability of the government 
which he has formed. This simple con- 
sideration of itself shows how utterly 
without justification such an appeal to 
a constituency is. It follows from what 
Mr, Semlin says that if the voters of 
Oowichan believe the present govern- 
ment will not stand, it is their duty to 
elect some one who will support the 
present opposition. If this is to be the 
character of politics in this province, 
things have got down to a pretty low 
level indeed. 

A second objection to the proposition 
is that it is an intimation that a new era 
in appropriations, ns well as in some 
oilier respects, is to be inaugurated, if 
Mr. Semlin and his friends remain in 
power. We do not think we will be 
contradicted when we say that the into 
administration, in distributing the appro- 
priations, took no account of the politi- 
cal attitude of the representative of a 
district. Every charge that ingenuity 
could invent was made against -Mr. Tur- 
ner a i\d his colleagues, but no one 
thought of insinuating to the contrary 
of this, for the very good reason that it 
would have been so palpably false that 
the man nmking it would have been set 
down as a gross falsifier. It was com- 
mon talk in the legislature that the mon- 
itors of the then opposition were as per- 
sistent and insistent in their demands 
for appropriations as the supporters of 
the government, and not a man in oppo- 
sition over rose in his place in the house 
and asserted that he did not get a fair 
hearing because he was not one of the 
government party. Friends and oppon 
cuts alike had the ear of the late gov 
eminent in the matter of appropriations 
But it appears that we are to have n 
change. A few weeks ago a notice was 
published in the Gazette asking all per- 
sons having any demands to make for 
loads, bridges, (rails or other improve- 
ments to send them in to the govern- 
ment. We pointed out at the time that 
this was a serious departure from the 
principle of representative institutions, 
which made the member of a constitu- 
ency the proper channel for the commu- 
nication of its needs to the government. 
We now begin to get a better under- 
standing of what this notice meant. It 
was intended to place the government in 
a position to purchase support in and out 
of the house. It was to enable them to 
say to members and to voters that the 
claims upon the treasury are many, and 
that those presented or backed up by 
the friends of the government will have 
the best chance of receiving considera- 
tion. We do not think the i>oop!e of 
British Columbia arc ready for such a 
reversal of the principles upon which its 
affairs have been administered. The 
duty of the government is, after consul- 
tation with all the members and after 
employing its own faculty of observation 
as well as possible, to prepare its esti- 
mates so as to suit the neeils of every 
section of the province, irrespective of 
the political attitude of the several dis 
tricts. This was the course followed 
by die late administration, unclothe pi 
pie of Cowichan are to be congratulated 
upon having the opportunity of pro 
ilouncing upon this proposal of .Mr. Sem 
lin to reverse it. 

The proposition is open to objection 
because it is unwarranted by the facts 
British Columbia is nol in such a condi 
Hon financially as to be compelled to 
starve public works— at least it was not 
in such a position before the pr 
nuiddlers obtained control of the i 
nry. Mr, Turner and his colleagues 
would have found money in the future, 
as they found it in the past, for neces- 
sary public works in all parts of the 
province. It is quite true that they 
would have hud to borrow some of if, 
hut they held, and the Colonist now 
holds, that in a province of the immense 
resources and splendid future possibili- 
ties of British Columbia, a judicious 
policy of borrowing is wise, and is in 
fact, the only one that can be justified. 
Tt. would bo utterly unreasonable to at- 
tempt to make the present population or 
this province pay cash down by taxa- 
tion for the improvements necessary to 
open it Up for colonization and indus- 
trial development. The people, who will 
Come to the province and profit by tic 
work done, ought to bear some share of 
the cost, :u;d they can lie made to dn 
Ibis by >!h: adoption of a judicious pol- 



icy of borrowing for public improve- 
ments. Such a policy must necessarily 
be only temporary; that, is, no province 
can go on borrowing indefinitely. But a 
good financier can easily keep within 
proper limits, and that this province had 
far from reached its just limit was evi- 
dent to any one in touch with the Lon- 
don money market, and is proved by the 
price quoted for our outstanding in- 
scribed stock. 

The greatest objection to Mr. Sendin's 
proposition is the gross immorality of it. 
lie has substantially told the people of 
Cowichan that, if he remains in power, 
they may expect no favors unless they 
accept as their representative an im- 
ported representative from the Main- 
land, a gentleman whom his own con- 
stituents rejected for causes best known 
to themselves, and refuse the services 
of a. gentleman whose whole interests 
are bound up with those of the constitu- 
ency. It is impossible to imagine a 
case of grosser bribery than this, if. in- 
deed, it does not pass beyond the scope 
of bribery and become coercion. 

We greatly mistake tin- temper of the 
people of Cowichan if they do not re- 
sent this attempt to interfere with their 
free expression of Opinion as voters of 
British Columbia. Mr- Semlin must 
imagine that they are poor creatures in- 
deed, or he would have shown more dis- 
cretion than to address such an argu- 
ment to them. lie goes before them 

and declares that he proposes to cut 
down the Influence of 'Vancouver Island 
in the legislature, and asks the aid of 
tin' people of Cowichan in doing it; he 
asks them to throw aside their allegiance 
to the political friends whom they have 
hitherto supported; he asks them to ac- 
cept a stranger as their representative; 
ho asks thorn to endorse the unconstitu 
tionul action which placed him ii 
power; and then has the supreme ouda 
City to tell them that, if they do these 
things, they will be rewarded by having 
as their representative a man who has 
the ear of the government, and who can 
get them their fair share of public 
ponditures, which they will not get, 
they have the hardihood to be loyal to 
their political friends and to the gentle- 
man whom they chose as their repre 
scntative last summer, if they remain 
true to their interests as an Island con 
stituency; if they assert their rights 
free men to vote for whom they choc 
if they dare stand firm by those const! 
tntional principles upon which our na 
tional life is based. What will be tin 
response of the people of Cowichan to 
such a demand? We have such faith 
in their sense of right and in their appro 
ciation of their duty as free-born British 
subjects, as to feel confident that theil 
response to Mr, Semlin will be such that 
this will be the last, as it is Hit! first 
time, when any political leader, not to 
say premier of British Columbia, has 
had the hardihood to go before an Intel 
ligent constituency with what is eithe 
a gross attempt to bribe a whole dec 
torate, or an effort at coercion that nil 
men, worthy of citizenship, will resent 
with indignation. 



AX AWKWARD ARRANGEMENT 

Usually when a treay of peace has boon 
negotiated between the representatives 
of two 'nations the end of the dispute 
has been reached. It is otherwise in re 
gard to the agreement made between the 
representatives of the United States and 
Spain. As far. as the latter nation is 
concerned nothing remains to be done 
hut to comply with the treaty, but. no 
one is in a position to proclaim the ngrco 
mont in effect as respects the United 
States. It must first be ratified by the 
senate, and some well-informed people 
claim that there Is danger that it may 
not be ratified. If the treaty is rejected 
an anomalous state of things will be 
created. It. would be difficult to define 
the position in which it would leave the 
administration. In the case of Great 
Britain, if parliament should declare 
against a treaty, the government would 
at once resign, but the treaty should hold 
good until it had been formally denoune 
ed, as the diplomatic phrase is, and if it 
was felt that the national honor required 
the continuing of the treaty in force, the 
incoming government would not seek to 
avoid it. In the case of the United 
States, if the senate should reject the 
treaty, the whole arrangement would fall 
to the ground, the administration would 
ho discredited before the country and the 
world, and would have to pick up the 
threads of the negotiations ns best it 
t oitld. We do not think there is a record 
of a case wherein such a humiliation 
lias ever been put Upon the representa- 
tives of a country, and therefore are 
wholly at a loss to suggest, how the Presi- 
dent would act. 

These considerations show the great 
change that has come into the national 
existence of the United States. They 
show that some very great alterations 
must be made in the constitution in or- 
der to meet the entirely novel conditions 
which have arisen, and are likely to 
arise in the future. The President will 
hereafter be closely in touch with for- 
eign governments in a variety of ways, 
and it. will certainly be necessary to 
clothe him with groater powers than he 
now exercises. The senatorial control of 
foreign relations will have to be quali- 
fied, for it. will bo impossible for the 
President to conduct negotiations with 
foreign powers ir ho is liable to have his 
best formed plans upset by a hostile sen- 
ate. If he cannot pledge his government 
to anything, how can ho ask the repre- 
sentatives of foreign governments to 
pledge themselves to anything? It. will 
go hard with the people of the United 
States to consent to any changes in the 
constitution in the direction indicated. 
They have boon taught to believe that 
instrument to he tlip product of almost 
infallible wisdom. It is undoubtedly n 
document exhibiting splendid statesman- 
ship. It may be doubted if there is ex- 
tant any other political composition at 
all .lo be compared with it. But it was 



framed for certain conditions and these 
have been greatly modified. The wisdom 
of its framers never foresaw what we see 
to-day, and consequently never provided 
for it. 

THE YUKON SCANDALS. 

Senator Maedonald had a circular let- 
tor fr6m the deputy minister of the in- 
terior similar to that received by Sir 
Chas. Hibbcrt Tupper, relative to the 
Yukon scandals. Mr. Maedonald com- 
mended the intention of the minister to 
sift all specific charges of wrong doing, 
and the punishment of ollicials found 
guilty, but suggested that investigation 
should be before a judge and not before 
the commissioner. He pointed out that 
miners and others returning to the Yu- 
kon were afraid to make specific charges 
over their own names, lest they should be 
subjected to unfair treatment, and per- 
secution for making charges. Mr. Mae- 
donald took occasion to draw attention 
to some points of importance for the in- 
formation of the minister of the interior, 
such as: 

1. The unsanitary condition of Dawson 
City, causing much sickness, and the im- 
mediate necessity for an inexpensive sys- 
tem of sewerage. 

2. All timber in the vicinity of mines 
should be reserved for the miners, and 
milling purposes -if nol free, then at the 
lowest price;— as without fuel life can- 
not exist, and mining— which gives any 
gives any value to the Yukon— cannot be 
carried o,i. 

Ii. No timber or water concessions 
should be made to any person or com- 
pany in the mining region, as such would 
add to the cost of living and mining, 
lead to ill feeling, anil retard develop- 
ment, and Unit all concessions already 
made should be cancelled. With regard 
to Yukon matters one point should be 
kept steadily in view by the government: 
The protecting and fostering of the min- 
ing industry. If the laws are too se- 
vere, and the best, part of the country is 
given over to speculators in timber lim- 
its and water .rights, mining will be 
crushed and the Yukon rendered value- 
less. This region cannot be wisely ad- 
ministered, except in accordance with 
local conditions, by competent persons 
possessed of local knowledge. 



The adjustment of the relative inter- 
ests of Great Britain and the United 
States in the proposed Niearagnan canal 
may be a 'matter of some difficulty. 
Great Britain has certain rights under 
the Chiyton-Bulwcr treaty, which she 
does not appear at all ready to surrender. 
Of course the United States can give 
notice of intention to abrogate the treaty, 
but this will not fully solve the prob- 
lem, for it will leave Great Britain free 
to negotiate a new treaty with the Cen- 
tral American republics. But it is not 
likely that the United States will take 
such a course, because no government 
desires to repudiate its solemn agree- 
ments with other countries. The people 
of British Columbia would be sorry to see 
any permanent obstacles put in the way 
of the construction of the canal, but at 
the same time they do not desire to see 
Imperial interests given up without some 
substantial equivalent. Doubtless the 
ingenuity of the two governments will 
enable them to find a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the question involved.

The statement of Mr, Sifton, made in 
Winnipeg lately, to the effect that he 
will resign if the Southeastern and Rainy 
river railway is allowed to fall Into the 
hands of the C. P. It., has a special sig- 
nificance in connection with the state- 
ment that the Dauphin railway is to be 
pushed through to Hudson's Buy with- 
in four yours. Mackenzie, Maun & Co. 
sire constructing the latter road and con- 
trol the former, so that when both lines 
are completed they will have a through 
road from Hudson's Bay to Lake Super- 
ior by way of Winnipeg, a road which, it 
is needless to say, win be of the greatest 
value to Manitoba, if it remains under 
independent management. 



The Times is quite wrong again. The 
Colonist did not attack the attorney-gen- 
eral for directing that all claims against 
intestate estates shall be referred to his 
department. It was not aware that such 
an order has issued. Is it to be under- 
stood that the attorney-general of British 
Columbia is to undertake the settlement 
of all intestate estates -and say what 
claims shall be admitted and what shall 
be opposed ? 



The Vancouver World says that Van- 
couver is not yet known as a "wide 
open" town, but Victoria is so known 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. This 
may be true of Vancouver, but it is cer- 
tainly not true of Victoria. This city 
has some things which will not bear in- 
spection too closely, but it is not a "wide 
open" town in the sense in which that 
word is used in the West. 



Why does not the Dominion govern- 
ment take up the Pacific cable project 
in a manner which will show that it 
appreciates its importance? The whole 
responsibility for delay in construction 
is said to rest, with Canada, and this 
ought not to be. There is not the least 
room for doubt that if the Conservatives 
had remained in power, the cable would 
have been on a fair way to completion. 

The gentleman who has the govern- 
ment by the car has begun his campaign 
in Cowichan. It is not yet announced 
that he has resigned his office as sec- 
retary to the premier. It is a novel thing 
to find a government employee, while 
under salary, engaging in election work 
much more so to find him a candidate. 

In view of the intention of the gov- 
ernment to cut down the Island constitu- 
ncies, the attention of the electors of 
Cowichan is directed to Matthew XXVI, 
52, latter clause of the verse: "They that 
lake the Sword shall perish with the 
Sword."

THE UTAH POLYGAMIST. 

Will Uo Bo Admitted to the House of 
Representatives. 

From tin; ISuffalo Courier. 

The election of Roberts to congress in 
Utah is calling forth editorial comment 
iu the Eastern press. The .Washington 
correspondent Of the Salt Lake Tribune 
writes: 

"The Roberts case is the subject of 
general editorial comment throughout 
the Eastern press. A score of papers 
are demanding to know how, under the 
pledge of Utah that polygamy was a 
dead issue, that it would he forever pro- 
hibited by the constitution, and that it 
laid boon forbidden by the church itself, 
tin avowed and flagrant polyganiist lias 
been chosen to congress. 

"The Baltimore American of yesterday 
devoted a column and a half to a discus- 
sion of the ease, while the Now York 
Herald of Sunday gave a whole page to 
its consideration; The Philadelphia Led- 
ger of today has n front page cartoon 
of Representative-elect Roberts leaving 
Suit Lake for Washington with his three 
wives in the station. 

"Mr. Roberts' election has made a 
most painful impression throughout the 
East, and bud faith is being charged ev- 
erywhere against the church which tear- 
fully pleaded for amnesty and placed it- 
self on record in the most positive terms 
ns declaring against further polygumist 
practices in Utah. 

"The New York Herald is canvassing 
congressmen regarding their views upon 
Roberts' eligibility. Many representa- 
tives believe he should bo unseated as u 
defiant lawbreaker, while, others think 
that expulsion will be the remedy. 



"For the first time in a number of 
years Utah, as a polygamist state, has 
become an issue again in the East, anil 
this unsavory feature of a portion of 
its citizenship is protruded under the 
nostrils of those to whom it must ap- 
peal for capital and for support iu its 
development. 

"It is recognized as most unfortunate 
by friends of Utah that the pledges 
which they gave in order to secure state- 
hood, and which were based upon the 
solemn pledges of the leaders of the 
church and the most prominent Mormon 
citizens of the territory, are shown to 
have boon founded upon misinformation, 
and that: the friends of statehood in Utah 
were being buncoed and the polygnmists 
given an opportunity to crow over a re- 
sult which was little anticipated when 
the bill for statehood passed."

HOSPITAL DIRECTORS. 

Discuss the Proposition to Erect u Cot- 
tage for Insane Cases. 

President Wilson occupied the chair at 
the December meeting of the board of 
directors of the Jubilee hospital, there 
being also present Directors Helincken, 
Bradcn, Shotbolt, Hanna, Hayvvard, 
Lewis, Davies und Dwyer. 

An invitation from Mrs. Hassel. sec- 
retary of the committee iu charge of the 
Children's Carnival, for the president 
and members to attend, was accepted 
with thanks. 

In his monthly report the resident 
medical ollicer stated thut the daily av- 
erage number of patients at the hospital 
during November whs -10. u; tho days' 
stay was and the cost per patient 

$1.35 per diem. The doctor complained 
of the charge for supplying electric light, 
which was not satisfactory, while the 
bill was exorbitant. Ho also advised that 
a patient In one of the cottages who bad 
received all necessary hospital treatment 
be sent to the Old Men's Home. 

The resident medical ofUcer wrote as 
follows respecting the proposition to pro- 
vide accommodation for the treatment of 
insane patients: 

"Acting on instructions received from 
you at a previous meeting, 1 have spoken 
to such members of the hospital staff as 
attend the hospital most regularly on 
the question as to whether it is desirable 
to make accommodation in the hospital 
grounds for the reception and treatment 
of lunatic patients. I am pleaded to say 
they are unanimously of the opinion, 
first, that a general liostital is not the 
place for the reception and care of luna- 
tics; second, that such patients should 
be treated in the asylum, whore there 
is necessary accommodation for opera- 
tions when necessary and other patients 
have the advantage of being nursed by 
those trained in such nursing. They fur- 
ther say that it would be very much to 
the detriment of our hospital were it 
known that lunatics coilld be admitted. 
They consequently think that under the 
circumstances it is an unnecessary ex- 
pense to contemplate building n ward for 
such cases. Those of tho stall whom I 
have consulted are of the opinion that 
if the board have nny money to spend, 
the best thing they can do with it is to 
erect a small building for the reception 
of maternity cases. This would fulfil 
ll long felt want in the city, and would 
also be of great benefit to our nurses in 
supplying thut portion of their training 
which is now lacking and thus fit them 
to understand cases of which at present 
they have no practical knowledge," 

Consederahle discussion followed the 
reading of the letter, several members be- 
ing strongly of tho opinion that some ac- 
commodation, wns necessary for the 
treatment of such cases thus, doing away 
with the necessity of sending patients to 
the asylum or the police station. AH 
agreed, however, that the immedia-te con- 
struct ion of a cottage was out. of the 
question, At present great efforts nro 
being made to raise funds for a children's 
ward: a maternity home was long ago 
decided to be a necessity nnd as the 
president remarked, !f2.000 was required 
for the proposed drainage scheme 

The matron reported that the training 
school was progressing satisfactorily and 
acknowledged donations of linen from 
Mrs. Gaudin, Mrs. Macrae, nnd Mrs. 
Bnrle. She further intimated that the 
Arion Club had decided to give their 
annual concert at tho hospital on Mon- 
day, the 20th. . 

The steward acknowledged the dona- 
tion of a turkey from Mrs. EL D. Helme- 
hen; keg of cider from Mr.- Jay; books 
nnd papers from Messrs. Hibben <& Co.: 
pot plants from Mr. Hlrsehell Cohen and 
plants nnd slirubn from Mr. Cavvlcy, 
Yietv street.

Some of the Korth Warders Want 
the City Liniiis to Be 
Curtailed. 



The Citizens' Committee had another 
important meeting Inst night when be- 
sides receiving several reports from sub- 
committees the members had a resolu- 
tion presented embodying: a progressive 
platform with the idea of thoroughly dis- 
cussing it and submitting it to a mass 
meeting of citizens iii time Cor the muni 
eipal election campaign; The idea of Mr. 
Benouf, who drew up the resolution, 
wns to embody in it broad principles, for 
there is not time this year to go much in- 
to detail. Part of the proposed plat- 
form was considered and adopted with 
amendments, and another meeting will 
be held to-night with the intention of 
completing that particular subject. 

The first thing to come before the meet- 
ing was the following communication in 
regard to the proposed reductions of the 
present limits of the city:, 
"'To the Citizens' General Committee of 

Fifty: 

"We, the undersigned property own- 
ers in the Xorth ward, beg to bring the 
following to your particular attention: 
We are desirous of having the property 
owned by us separted from the city of 
Victoria and placed outside the limits 
and for the following reasons: 
. "1. On account of the greater 'part of 
said hind being used for farming pur- 
poses only and on account of the rev- 
enue (if any) derived therefrom being 
much less than and out of all proportion 
to the present assessment and rate of 
taxation thereon. 

"2. On account of the utter lack of 
attention paid to us by the different 
councils since our incorporation with the 
city, and more particularly on account of 
the difference between the moneys paid 
in by us in the shape of taxes and the 
improvements grunted us. 

"3. On account of the want of proper 
lire protection, there only being a volun- 
teer hose reel company organized by us 
for our own protection. And on account 
of no police protection whatever. 

"We have seen from the report of the 
sub-committee on reduction of the city 
limits that they recommend making the 
eastern side of the city, and eliminat- 
ern boundary or the city, and eliminat- 
ing Victoria West from the map of Vic- 
toria city. Evidently the reason of this 
is, that more money has been expended 
in Victoria West than has boon received 
in the way of taxes, this suburb thu 
having been a burden to the city, al- 
though its own vote was responsible for 
its being taken into the city of Victoria. 
We are of the opinion that this is most 
unjust towards us who have paid a great 
deal more than has been expended on 
our property; it has been argued that no 
fanning should be conducted inside the 
city lunits and that the present holders 
of such should sell and remove outside 
the limits. We beg to state in reply that 
the very fact of our laud being inside 
the city limits is not only a detriment to 
us, but nlso a preventative to our selling 
as wns recently shown in the case of one 
of the signers hereto. Wo therefore beg 
your particular attention to this matter 
and would strongly' request that, if the 
present city limits, at least us far as our 
property is concerned, are not reduced 
to what they were some years ago, that 
a considerable reduction be made, and 
thus enable use to escape what we con- 
sider a great injustice, and allow us to 
paddle our own canoes." 

This petition bore 48 signatures -for 
individual property owners and estates, 
Oaklauds figuring most prominently and 
other sections represented being the 
.Work Estate, Hillside avenue, Gorge 
road, Laiisu&w'ne road, extension of. 
Quadra street, and Clovordale, 

In regard to the letter from North 
ward property owners Lieut-Col. 1'rior 
wished to say that while he wns in sym- 
pathy with the men whose names were 
littaclipd to it. he had not signed because 
'if he had people might have accused him 
of having an axe to grind in moving in 
the matter of a citizens' committee. He 
did not go so far as to say that he was 
in sympathy with these people because 
he did not want his land taxed; for he 
•was perfectly willing to pay on any land 
that was really city property. But out 
on the other side of Sea View the land 
was all farming land, which was not 
even divided up in lots and yet had to 
pay taxes at city rates. The same thing 
applied to the North and to the South, as 
for instance out in the direction of Mr. 
Shotbolfs. From Tolmie to Topaz Ave. 
he defied anyone to show where the hind 
brought in enough rent to pay for half 
its taxes. 1 He simply made this explana- 
tion to show his position, for he was 
quite sure that any one who knew him 
would not for a moment think that he 
had anything but the good of the city at 
heart when he took up the idea of the 
citizens' committee. 

Aid. Bragg was of opinion that while 
everybody bad favored the extension of 
the limits some years ago, the extension 
bud been a mistake, lie believed that 
the petition wns a good one and the 
committee should examine it. carefully 

Some discussion followed on the matter 
in a general way and it was decided to 
lay the matter on the table tit be con- 
sidered with the committee's report on 
the reduction of city area. 

Sub-committee interim reports on in- 
ternal economy and on mayor and alder- 
men's qualifications were read and laid 
on the tabic and several other commit- 
tees asked for further time to report. 

Mr. 0. B, Renouf, realizing that the 
time betwen now and the municipal elec- 
tions was short, said that he believed 
that the committee should dravyv.up a 
general platform which could be present- 
ed for approval to a citizen's meeting, 
lie had prepared a draft of :i resolution 
which he hoped would meet the case, 
but he would cheerfuly accept any am- 
endment, lie wished also to say that 
an idea seemed to prevail in some minds 
that the committee should choose a 
ticket for mayor and aldermen, He did 
not believe in that, for the committee 
should steer (dear of anything that would 
lead people to believe there was politics 
in it, 

J.ieut.-C'ol. Prior quite agreed with Mr. 
Renoilf's remarks regarding the undesir- 
ability of the committee suggesting a 
ticket, for Unit, would mean the intro- 
duction of polities and if such were the 
ease he would resign from the com- 
mittee.-.; 

Mr. FSonouf then read his resolution, 
which, after reciting 1 in a preamble' what, 
the' "committee had already done, went 



as to the details of nny subject under 
their consideration; that from the infor- 
mation already gathered they agree upon 
the main principles which should be em- 
bodied in a progressive platform; and 
recommend to the citizens the following 
platform:

7. Pavipg the streets under an equit- 
able local improvement systOiu. 

S. Permanency in all public works. 

0. A more rapid extension or the .sewer- 
age system. 

10. Improvement of our water system. 
Improved filtration and perfecting its 
distribution. 

11. The consolidation of that portion of 
the city debt that is practical and may 
be found advantageous. . 

^ 12. To press for a settlement of the 
Songheos reserve question, 

111. To seek for advantageous connec- 
tions with transcontinental railways. 

14. That the city's credit shall only 
be pledged for permanent works. 

15. To levy all rates and taxes fairly 
and according to the benefits which those 
taxed derive. 

10. To pay as we go and to pay for 
what wo get. 

17. Day labor on public works. 

Any your committee ask that the citi- 
zens in general meeting do declare that 
they will only accord their support to 
such candidates as do accept 1his plat- 
form and who pledge themselves to car- 
ry it out, so far as it lays in their power, 
during their term of office, And your 
committee ask that further time be 
granted them to discuss and elaborate 
plans to effectually carry out the sug- 
gestions embodied in the various planks 
of the libit form before mentioned. 

Some discussion ensued on plank 1 of 
the platform, which was finally changed 
on the suggestion of Mr. Gordon Hunter 
to read "Fuller and more extensive pow- 
ers of municipal self government than 
ure now possessed by the city." 

Flank Xo. 2 came iti for its share of 
discussion, too, the general feeling be 
ing that the main idea which it was de 
sirable to express was more to keep the 
aldermen from interfering with the of- 
ficers of the city in carrying out their 
work. ' 

The plank was made to read "That 
aldermen's functions shall he legislative 
not executive, and that the office be hon- 
orary."

EXTERNA L ECONOM V. 

Suggested Re-arrangemcnl of Duties of 
the Various Municipal Offices. 

Your committed have made diligent 
enquiry into this subject, and ure un- 
able to recommend any reductions, either 
in the number of the employees or in the 
salaries paid on the basis of the present 
arrangement of the departments. There 
is one otliec, however— that of the city 
engineer — that your committee consider 
is greatly underpaid, it being the unani 
mous opinion that the city should em- 
ploy only a first-class engineer at a sal 
ary not less than .^.oOO per annum. 

The committee beg to point out that 
the present method of assessment of 
real estate, the isolated arrangement of 
the departments, and the collection of 
licenses, poll, statute labor and dog taxes 
make the city service far too costly. AVi 
therefore recommend: 

1. That power be obtained to use tin 
assessment roll or each .previous year 
for thu assessment of real estate, or in 
the alternate to cnuac tbat the assess- 
ment be made biennially, 

2. That all licenses be declared due and 
payable the Brit month of each tcnu at 
the city hall. 

3. That the whole of the city staff ex- 
cept the engineer's -office, be located in 
one large central room, so that each ottl 
eial may, if required, assist, in tin? gen- 
end work of the office, the treasurer be- 
ing declared the official head. 

4. Tbat the hours of duty lie declared 
to he from i) a. m. to 5 p. in.; the hours 
to the public being, as heretofore, from 
a. in. to -i p. in. 

Your committee believe that, such 
changes would enable a smaller staff to 
do the present work, mid obviate the 
necessity of often employing additional 
help. 

Police. — Your committee would further 
point out that the police force should lie 
required to assist the treasurer, tOS col- 
lectors, market superintendent and 
pound-keeper in. their respective duties. 
We believe that much revenue is lost to 
the city through the laxity of the polic 
in enforcing the by-laws. Each con 
stable should be assigned a portion of til 
city and, as in the cities of Great Brit- 
ain, should be required to see that each 
dog has paid its license; that every' 
person liable to- special taxes ■ or; licci}»i8 
lias paid them. All summonses for non- 
payment of taxes should be issued by 
the chief of police. 

Although the cfuestioii of police and 
licensing commissioners may be deemed 
as outside the scope of your committee's 
enquiry, yet as intimately connected 
with the foregoing, your committee 
recommend the reconstruction of these 
bodies so that they may be brought more 
into active connection with the city 
council. 

It is therefore suggested that: 
1. The police and licensing commis- 
sioners form duo buily and consist of 
the mayor; police magistrate and three 
ptrtionn appointed tricnnially in rotation 
by the council. P 

-. That the duties of the police be 
clearly set forth, and that each con- 
stable bo required to pass a written ex- 
amination uiion those duties, the by-laws 
of tlit! city, and a moderate scholastii 
examination, before being placed on th( 
permanent staff. . 

Ileal- Estate Taxes. — Your commit tot 
recommend tbat all real esttde taxes be 
matte due and payable on or before 
March 31 of each year, with n rebate of 
lo per cent., and also payable on or be- 
fore October 31, with a rebate of 10 per 
cent. 

Lighting. — Your committee recommend 
that an additional dynamo be purchased, 
so that, the lighting of the city ball, fire 
balls,' market, isolation hospital, schools,

t hough I confess with sliinuc that I do 
not make my own home the ideal at might 
be, 1 have at least a consciousness that 
the home Is n most noble sphere for the 
work ot women, who should bo 
"•No angel, but a dearer being, nil dipt 
In angel Instincts, breathing paradise, 
Iuterpretcr between the gods nod men.' 
And also that our home life Is altogether 
precious and should be both wisely and 
carefully cherished, more especially in 
these days of greatly and blessedly Increas- 
ed freedom for women, of widely extended 
spheres for work, of quickened stimulants 
to activity, of multiplied facilities for 
travelling and amusement, and of more 
widespread book learning. (I stiy advisedly 
hook learning rather than education), 
whence there Is n danger of our home 
life being neglected or even dissipated in 
external activity. Even In England— thai 
home-loving land— this 'danger is making 
itself apparent, and In America. I am 
"told that there is much living In hotels 
on hoarding bouses, or taking meals ut 
restaurants, This, altogether a tempting 
expedient where servants are scarce, is 
greiitlv to lip deplored, as it must break 
Hp the sacredness and sweetness of home 
life. To sustain or to restore this sacred- 
ness and sweetness Is especially the duty 
and the privilege of women. 

"There arc four classes of women who 
are little likely to fulfil this duty, to grasp 
this privilege, besides the simply Indolent 
or selfish of whom I :un not at present 
concerned to speak. 

'■'First come the devotees of fashion— 
those who crave constantly for excitement, 
who cannot be happly unless every day 
liave at least a luncheon party or a tea 
on hand, and find every evening ennuyant 
which is not spent at the theatre or a 
reception. These, although they may be 
careful that their drawing rooms should 
lie elegant and tlieir dinners served In the 
most approved fashion, can hardly be said 
to have realized the true dignity and beauty 
of home life. 

"Second Is the literary woman, who Hies, 
note hook in hand, from one lecture to an- 
other, or who bus taken up reporting and 
•consequently spends her time driving from 
one public entertainment to another, or 
in preparing her notes for the press. Such 
n one Is hardlv likely td make home what 
It should be to the hard-worked husband, 
or to the growing sons, who will so readily 
sick tlieir pleasure away from their pa- 
rents' rest. 

Third is the hard-worked, over-anxious 
woman who is trying. It may be to keep 
up appearances beyond her means, nnd to 
make Ave cents not only do Its legitimate 
work, hat worries herseir iu a ceaseless 
enedavor to make if serve for ten cents, 
or at least seven and a half. Poor soul! 
She Is rather to be pitied than blamed 
for her hard lot and fruitless struggle; 
nevertheless, we shall look In vain In her 
household for the peace and Joy which 
should be tlie true characteristic of the 
Ideal home; and one might suggest to her 
for her help that word of Blshon West- 
cnit's. I believe: 'The vision of the Ideal 
prevents monotony of work from becoming 
niohatonv of life.' 

"Fourth— There are the women engaged 
In works of philanthrope and piddle bene- 
fit: and here I must carefully guard my- 
self front misapprehension. To the mem- 
bers of the Woman's Council I rejoice to 
know that I should speak in rain, if I 
condemned philanthropy, or suggested that 
woman's work did not extend bevond the 
four walls of her own home. Far from 
It; If I feel that true lire Is Infinitely 
precious and lovely, nnd altogether sacred. 
1 am quite sure that, as a noble woman 
worker once said, In effect to me, our duty 
Is not to keep tills treasured home life to 
ourselves, but to try to make others sharers 
In the same bless, by going forth to them, 
carrying spiritual ami material medicine 
and 'food, righting the wrongs of the op- 
pressed and trvlng to lead those who are 
In darkness out Into light nnd liberty. At 
the same time there is n danger concomi- 
tant to our philanthropy of our spending our 
lives In rushing after other people's sons 
and daughters to the neglect of those whom 
Cod lias given us. 

"Someone has sarcastically described n 
faniilv where the daughters of the house 
were on some days like char-women, with 
their bonnets novor off their heads, be- 
cause thev were tearing from one good 
meeting or service to another. Neverthe- 
less, to my thinking,. If the home is to be 
truly noble and happy, there must he— un- 
less' under exceotlonal circumstances— care 
for those outside of it. Chlefest among 
these exceptional circumstances Is that of 
a sick member of the family: in that ease 
it miglil probably be n woman's highest 
duty to devote her best energies to the 
tender care of the invalid, using her leisure 
time to brighten and cheer the Hick room. 
The presence of an Invalid In the house 
l\t looked upon rightly), must assuredly 
have tlu> sanctifying mid ennobling In- 
fluence on the home life, which the care 
for the suffering members of the one body, 
whether within or without our own homes, 
should bring. 

"Let us then keen before us the Ideal of 
It home full of sunshine, nobility nnd peace. 
Perhaps we may lake as the three great 
foundations of such a home— love, . dis- 
cipline, order. I put love first, the master 
chord which resolves all the would-be dis- 
cords of life's music into harmony, the 
light anil warmth without which no home 
is worthy of the name; without which dis- 
cipline Is apt to became tyranny, and order 
rigidity. 

"It seems almost trite to insist upon 
the paramount necessity of love In the 
home. We all of us remember the wise 
man's saving, 'Hotter Is a dinner of herb; 
where love is-, than a stalled ox and hatred 
therewith' (Prov, xv-17): and If anywhere 
we look for love It Is under our own roof- 
tree. Nevertheless, r think many of us 
miss, at anv rate, the flowers and fruits 
of love, which make the sweetness and rich- 
ness of life, if we have not lost Its root. 

"Some of us are so confident that we 
love our nearest relations that we never 
condescend to any expression of our love; 
we reserved people are apt to full in giving 
such expression to our tenderest feelings, 
because we have a positive shyness nnd 
■dislike for such self- revelation, but we must 
remember that any duality which is not 
freelv exercised is npt to wane or even 
to deteriorate. Others more sadly kill love 
through heedlessness by oar add or con- 
temptOUS remarks, or by our bad temper 
or Irritability. Professor Driimmoml speaks 
forcibly of 'how bad temper devastates 
homes' and destroys the most sacred re- 
lationships. 

"But. apart from this obvious destroyer 
or love, our homes should exhibit the ac- 
tivities of love In unselfishness and con- 
sideration for others, flow easy It Is to 
speak or. how difficult one finds It always 
to practice that consideration for others 
which BhoWH Itself In unfailing courtesy 
to all our liome-mntes nnd In willingness 
to relax nnr routine for others, as well n« 
for ourselves. Once more from love should 
spring what I muv call active sunshine In 
our homes. Lot our faces, our onnvorsa Irm. 
wen. If possible, our thoughts, be bright. 
Homo of us may have grinding cure or real 
sorrows, or feeble health, any of which 



make brightness a triumph of grace, but 
how jinuny of us without these reul rea- 
sons for them allow ourselves, through 
thoughtlessness or mere Indolenc in 
gloomy looks, frowns, dreary talk or dreary 
silence; yet In the dully meetings for meal's 
alone what wasted opportunities there are 
for happy Intercourse nnd hours of sun- 
shine. 

"I thing teetotnlers, and, I suppose most 
of us are teetotalers, have a special ad- 
vantage la that, having no alcohol 'In our 
systems we are less Inclined to be gouty, 
e.nd therefore less Inclined to depression 
than our respected brethren, the moderate 
drinkers. The brightest, cheeriest dinner 
table I ever knew was in a teetotaler's 
house. There Is one tiling which should 
not be forgotten— if our table talk Is to 
ho really sunny, that Is. It means taking 
pains about It: pains which will apply 
repay itself, and part of this piilas Is self- 
culture. 

"Too often we let the days and weeks 
slip by without reading (exclusive; of de- 
votional reading) anything worth reading. 
Shakespeare, Tennyson, Wordsworth, lie 
neglected on our shelves, while even with 
the newest and freshest biographies we 
aro content to satisfy ourselves with the 
review or the newspaper. No wonder then 
that our talk becomes vapid or gossipy; 
or, I was going to use a shockingly slang 
expression, which I will replace by a 
PQrlphrnesIs exclusively devoted to the work 
on which we are engaged. 

"We have 1 ' spoken of sunshine— a pleasant 
subject. We must not forget our two 
oilier foundations of the Ideal home— dis- 
cipline and order. -The word discipline at 
once suggests the discipline" of children. 
Dare I as a childless woman say a word 
on this subject'.' At any rate I was once 
a child myself, nnd It. Is BOinetlmcs said 
that onlookers see most of the game. It 
decs seem to niv old-fashioned Ideas that 
there Is too little discipline of children 
nowadays. Children rule tlieir parents, 
which appears to me an Inversion of the 
right order of things. Surely It would 
bo happier and better for the children 
IT they were taught, as soon as they could 
toddle, or rather long before that, to 
yield their masterful little wills to higher 
authority. It is what we all hnve to 
do sooner or later. The great secret of 
such training seems to me to lie not in 
punishment, but In consistency, by not 
saying one minute to Master Bnby, 'Do 
not do so.' nnd the next allowing him 
to do it before our eyes, and also In not 
allowing ourselves to be vanquished by 
baby's only, but most powerful weapon, 
a lusty roar. 

"But discipline does not apply to child- 
ren only, but also to ourselves, with this 
difference, that now we have to exercise 
that discipline for ourselves. When I think 
of my own shortcomings in this, as, alas! 
in all homo duties, I feel ashamed to speak 
of It. Assuredly, however, self-discipline 
is needed If our homes arc to be Ideal, self- 
itiscinlii.n |„ the matter of rising betimes, 
punctuality, not scamping our housekeep- 
ing because we have some more Interesting 
work at our desk, and In many other ways 
that will suggest themselves to ns. 

"Order— our third foundation— will follow 
naturally from self-dlsclnllne h 
of rho house. Much of the ley and blessed: 
ness, which It Is our duly to secure, either 
by our own hands or vicariously. Order 
extends to our servants, to caring for their 
comfort and well-being, setting them a 
good example, keening them tin to their 
work, correcting their shortcomings. My 
consciousness of my own failures, In these 
matters tenches me to look back with 
more admiration than ever before en the 
well-ordered, bright, and, above all Christ' 
Inn homes I have known. Among those one 
specially stands out, Illumed by a divine 
radiance— a little five-roomed house, a nar- 
row staircase leading to a bedchamber, 
spotlessly clean, though simply furnished— 
where lay a sick daughter, suffering un- 
told distress, while a little homely mother 
wears herself out In service of love which 
knows no weariness. In that hallowed 
chamber no jarring word Is heard; no mur- 
murs, no self-plaining, but all Is brightness 
nnd ponc(< — with that pence 'which passed 
all understanding.' 

This brings me to the true secret of the 
Ideal home. It has been suggested that 
our blessed Lord's words on Calvary to 
His blessed Mother nnd the beloved Dis- 
cipline, 'Woman, behold thy son,' 'behold thy 
mother,' have taught us that in evry home 
the cross of Christ should be uplifted.

"Women certainly are Interested In the 
progress and welfare of the cities hi which 
they live and bring up their families." 
said Mrs. Davie iu considering woman's 
Interest In municipal reforms. ".Should 
they not therefore use all their power of 
influence to promote the best management 
and orderly control of the oily? Are wo- 
men not Interested In the number and ef- 
lietency of the police, who are to keep or- 
der In the streets nnd protect life nnd 
property; In hnving good streets, sidewalks 
and safe bridges over which those nearest 
and dearest to them have to pass dally 
on the way to and from business and from 
school; Iu sewering and sanitary arrange- 
ment; In the class of play bills and posters 
distributed about the town, where child- 
ren pass dally; these flaming bills which 
attract the attention and Imagination, and 
too often are unfit for children to behold ; 
Arc they not interested Iu the lire d 
pnrtments? We hear that the Are appara- 
tus at present is not sufficient tor the 
size of the town. Can we wish to see our 
city laid low In ashes, like New Westmin- 
ster? We who have homes and families, 
■ ■■Mi w<- not rouse ourselves and help In 
theso matters? 

"in tbls fair city of ours, where nature 
has with a lavish hand bestowed so much 
in climate, trees and flowers and scenery, 
we are often mortified to have to show to 
visitors the streets, sidewalks and, alas! 
the bridges. When we consider the age 
Of the town and the expenditure yearly, we 
must wonder where nil t lie tnonev has 
gone to ami left so little to show for It- 
self. The present Point Elllce bridge Is 
hp Idly any better than the pile structure 
elected In the early sixties, when there 
was not a fifth of the population now pre- 
sent iu the city, and certainly not a tiftli 
of the money. 

"Look at the years that have been spent 
and money expended over the city water 
works, and to-day we have water no better 
than the first year it was brought Into 
the town. Are we women not interested 
in this matter, to even not care for the 
lives of the children? For 't Is true thn! 
yearly In the months of August nnd Sep- 
tember, when the water Is very bad and 
the drains around the town In a had con- 
dition— then the little mounds Iu the ceme- 
tery Increase very fast. Are we not to 
blame If we make no protest'.' 

"Sewerage and good water, and plenty 
of the latter, are two of the great need's 
of our city— matters of vital Importance to 
women and children. It is true that sonic 
of us can take our families into the coun- 
try, but some have to remain In the town, 
and see our children suffer from the Impure, 
unpleasant water and bad drains. 

"Oil! niy.ftieuds, you who live In com- 
fortable homes, and can afford to have 
tin? best sanitary arrangements, and would 
refrain using your vote because you see 
no necessity for reforms, or think that 
one vote of little use, will you not con- 
sider others nnd help them by your in- 
fluence and votes? 

"At the present time there is a move- 
ment on foot In the town for some reforms 
and progressive measures to help tills city 
to take her place among the first of the 
cities of the West. 

"We may ask, 'Uow can we further such 
it movement?' Women can assist by using 
all their influence to help the measures 
brought forward by registering their votes 
and using them in favor of the men se- 
lected to carry out those measures. Co- 
operation and determination will carry the 
day. Surely this city Is worth all our 
efforts. 

"In this town women have the right 
to vote nt municipal elections, and they 
should endeavor to unite forces nnd secure 
the election of men who will bring for- 
ward vigorous progressive measures and 
let "us see our town keep pace with other 
towns of the Const— a busy, populated city 
with good shipping facilities, good streets, 
safe bridges, manufactories and Industries 
f all kinds— then with Its natural beauty

A. By-law respecting the Qualification of 
■electors ut Municipal Elections for the 
City of Victoria. 

Whereas bv sub-section (4) of section G of 
the "Municipal Elections Act," it Is en- 
acted that the Council of any Municipality 
may, by by-law, provide that electors oth- 
erwise qualified shall be entitled to vote, 
notwithstanding the non-payment of taxes, 
rates and assessments due or payable by 
such electors to the Municipality. 

Therefore, the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, enacts 
as follows: 

>C. 1. Electors otherwise qualified to vote 
nt anv Municipal Election In the Municipal- 
ity of Victoria, shall be entitled to vote at 
OUCh election, notwithstanding the non-pay- 
ment of tuxes, rates and assessments due 
or payable by such electors to the Muni- 
cipality. 

Sec. 2. The "Municipal Electors' By- 
Law, 1MII7" (No. 277), Is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 8. This By-Law may be cited as the 
"Municipal Electors' By-Law. 1808." 

Passed the Municipal Council the 14th dny 
of November, 1808.

Kenneth A Finlayson, who was arrest- 
ed Tuesday morning on the charge o£ 
stealing money from the Dominion Sav- 
ings Bank, of which ho was teller, came 
up for his preliminary hearing; yester- 
day morning;, the general interest taken 
in the proceedings being shown by the 
large number of people who attended as 
spectators. The evidence of two of the 
principal witnesses— Mr. McLaughlin, 
manager of the hank, and Mr. Fraser, 
the Dominion government inspector 
was taken and the hearing was then re- 
manded till this morning. 

The first of the twelve charges taken 
up was that of stealing from the Domin- 
ion government on October 12 the sum of 
$40, which had that day been deposited 
in the bank by Margaret Stout. The de- 
I posit slip marked with the initials of 
accused wits put in as an exhibit and 
then the taking of evidence proceeded. 

Mr. John Fraser, superintendent of Do- 
minion savings banks, was first called 
and identified Pinlayson's initials on the 
deposit slip. As there was reason to he 
liove that all the money taken in by the 
Victoria branch had not reached Ottawa, 
the witness had come here to investigate, 
and on Monday the accused hud admit- 
ted to him that the deposit slip in que* 
tion had not been forwarded to Ottawa 
and that there were others. Mr. Fraser 
had told the accused that it would be in 
bis interest to confess, and that the wit- 
ness would Jo what ho could for the ac- 
cused. The accused had then gone borne 
for his keys and opening a small cash 
box produced all the slips that went to 
make up the shortage. 

Mr. Frank tliggins, who appeared for 
the accused, objected to the statements 
of the accused being admitted as evi- 
dence as they were not made voluntarily 
hut in consequence of the superintcn 
dent's promise. 

Mr. \\ r . H. Langley, who conducted th 
ease for the Dominion government, re- 
plied that Superintendent Fraser had 
not pretended that he had any authority 
to hold out inducements, but that the 
Prisoner would place himself in a better 
Position by confessing. 

The evidence was put in subject to 
further objection, and Mr. Fraser in 
cross-examination said that the accused 
had received a salary of .f-lo.So a month 
out of which he JLuul to pay for superan- 
nuation allowance 2J& or possibly 3 per 
Cent* and also f.w his guarantee premi 
lira. Thousand*! .of dollars passed 
through the lui-uds ,of accused yearly, as 
teller in the lnuuk. 

Mr- J- H. McLaughlin, manager of the 
bunk, said that after a deposit slip was 
received the teller initialled it and after 
being posted by the ledger keeper the 
slip was forwarded to Ottawa at the end 
of the month. No entry had been made 
of the slip produced in court. The ac- 
cused had been in the bank as -teller for 
the past Jive years and was paid a salary 
of $550 a year, out of which 'A per cent, 
hud to con)'-' for superannuation and $5 
for guarantee fund. Informally witness 
had more than once tried to get the sal- 
ary of accused increased. The deposits 
in the bank amounted to between $200,- 
000 and .«HOO,000 a year and most 
that passed through the hands of accus- 
ed, who had always been a very efficient 
officer and gentlemanly in his conduct 

The hearing goes on this morning at 
10 o'clock. 



PJtEMlFK SBMLIN'S THREAT. 

intimates T hnt Districts Electing Op- 
ponents Will Suffer in Ap- 
propriations. 

The feeling throu^' nm it tfio district of 
Cowichnn at tho action of the Send in 
government in sending in an outsider to 
oppose Mr. W. It. Robertson, who was 
elected by a large majority in July last, 
is very strong. In the first place, a 
large majority of the electors thought 
that Mr. Robertson should have been 
returned by acclamation, and so strong 
Was this feeling that no resident of the 
district could be found who would allow 
his name to be placed in nomination. 
This does not. mean that Mr. Robertson 
has no opponents in the district, but 
even those most bitterly opposed to the 
policy Which he advocates would not con- 
sent to stand, thereby courting sure de- 
feat. With two outside candidates in 
the field— Mr. Sword and Dr. Lewis 
Hall — the chances of the government 
Winning the seat are even slimmer. 

Many of those who opposed Mr. Rob- 
ertson in .Inly have signified their inten- 
tion of supporting him tit the coming 
election, Cowienan, like other sections of 
tho province, having hud enough of 
Martinlsu). Tho government's position 
was hot Improved, either by the threat 
made by Premier Semlin at the meeting 
held at Duncan's on Tuesday evening, 
Which, as it was addressed to a, n iPM- 
Ing "f government Btipp^rteig', was as 
much a threat nRaliist Dr. IIn.ll as 
against ",ir, I}>iliortsoii. After referring 
ix> 5lr. gv?brd as the most capable legis- 
lator. In British Columbia, he said that 
gentleman had the ear of the govern- 
ment and would be able to set the wants 
of the district before the executive. All 
parts of the province were calling for 
public works, and the government were 
unable to meet all the demands. 

•' While this is the case," continued 
the Premier, "it is to your interest .to 
have us a representative one who is in 
the counsels of the province and who has 
the ear of the government. An opixm- 
ent of the government bus to bo con- 
trolled by the men with whom he is 
associated, and they would tell him not 
to place the wants of the district, before 
the government, or they (the govern- 
ment), would build up popularity at his 
expense. The fact of Mr. Sword being 
in this position would more than offset 
the local standing of Mr. Robertson." 

The meeting was enlled for. 7:'M\ A 
few minutes after 7 o'clock Mr, Sword 
asked Mr. Robertson to attend, but ns 
it was practically a nominating conven- 
tion, as stated by Chairman Duncan, 
Mr. Robertson did not fee) that he was 
justified in attending, particularly as it.

THE JAMES RAY BRIDGE. 

Sir:— Believing that it. is the duty of 
every citizen to take a lively interest in 
the development of our city and to assist 
those who are endeavoring to brin. 
about much needed improvements, I 
venture to ask permission to improve the 
time, while the Committee of Fifty are 
deliberating on their different schemes 
anil suggestions for the improvement 
of tho city, by placing before the public 
a scheme for the building of it permanent 
roadway across .lames Ray to take the 
place of James Ray bridge. 

There is sufficient rock at the north end 
of the park, opposite the South Park 
school to build the roadway. 

The mode of removing.it when quarried 
can be by constructing an endless cable 
car track on the same principle as the 
street railway sustem. front the park to 
the bridge, and with the down grade the 
loaded cars would have of from fifty to 
one hundred feet fall, would produce 
sufficient motive power to fetch the emp- 
ty cars back and have enough surplus 
power to drive other machinery that 
would be required in quarrying the rock, 
etc. 

A front wall of cut stone on the west 
side would require to be constructed as 
the filling in would progress. The pres- 
ent bridge could remain in use until the 
greater part of the work was com 
pleted.

THE ATHABASCA. 
Eight TbousnuJ Dollar Brick From a 
Twenty-Eight Day Clean Up. 

Mr. 11 Nelson Fell, superintendent of 
the Athabasca mine, came into town on 
Tuesday, bringing with him a gold brick 
of most respectable dimensions, repre- 
senting the bullion derived from a 28 
days' run of the mill. Mr. Fell inform- 
ed a Miner reporter that the new 10- 
stamp mill was giving every satisfaction, 
as was the new tramway. The necessary 
water was obtained at Give Out creek, 
and they had not been, and did not ex- 
pect to be, troubled with a shortage in 
their water supply. 

Although the mill had run 28 days last 
month tin? first eight days the Work had 
been experimental, as the machinery, 
which was supplied by Fraser & Chal- 
mers, Chicago, was new to the men. The 
mill had been cnishine 20 tons a day, hut 
owing (o the dlfhcufty and expense of 
sorting the ore, a good deal of country 
rock had been run through. The ore It- 
self nveraged about .$20 a ton, of which 
about 95 per cent, was saved on the 
plates. The clean-up for last month 
oniOUnted to nearly .$8,000, which was 
contained in the gold brick aforesaid, 
and there was also about a ton of con- 
centrates that would be shipped to the 
smelter, 

Mr, Fell considered that there was 
flllly enough ore in sight to keep the 
stamps dropping for at, least six months 
to come. A most encouraging feature of 
the time was the way the ore retained 
its value with depth. At the 220-foot 
level, the values were as good as on the 
surface. There are two veins on the 
property, both free milling, one of which 
is being developed by a .shaft and the 
other by a tunnel. The vein varies from 
eight inches to eighteen in width.— Ross- 
Inml Miner, Dec. 10. 



WATER TOO LOW—A freshet h be- 
ing anxiously awaited by the loggers a't 
Cowichnn Lake. They now have thir- 
teen and a half million feet of 'logs in 
the water and are waiting fpr % rise in 
the lake and river to enable them to 
flont the logs down lo the bay. The 
timber, which belongs to the Boyd Lum- 
ber Co.. which some years ago purchased 
(he Cowichnn mills and timber limits, is 
said to be of unusually fine quality. 
There are many sticks upwards f a hun- 
dred feet in length, of good diameter and 
very clear. In some quarters it is said 
that the company intends to ro-open the 
mills, but they have received such good 
offers for the logs from ovher mill own- 
ers that they may dispose of them.

Hall, it was decided to instal the elec- 
tric light in th e pemberton gymnasium 
at a cost of not m oro thun $20, the hoard 
putting itself on record, however, as op- 
posed to the Use of the gymnasium for 
basket ball in the evenings. Tho objec- 
tion is that too much attention is at 
present being paid to sports in. the 
schools, to the detriment of study. 

Bills to the aiii°'iut of $979.00 were 
passed for payment; Tuesday, January 
3, was Biteo for re-opening day; and 
the meeting closed With a very' full and 
complete report by Inspector Eaton on 
the -work and progress of the schools 



during tho current half-year. 



" Refer it to the incoming board " was 
the favorite expression at the meeting of 
the school trustees yesterday evening, 
and although considerable business of 
miuor importance was transacted, quite 
as much more went .on the table, to be 
disposed of by the educational authori- 
ties elected for 1899. The schools close 
for the term on Friday of this week, hut 
without any elaborate or formal pre-; 
grammes, the classes resuming on Tues- 
day, the ,'5rd proximo. 

First of the communications last even- 
ing was a letter from City Clerk Dowler, 
with formal notification that .$-15,500 
would be available for all purposes of 
the board for the present year. This 
went on the file; while the " table" and 
the new board received a report from 
Principal McNeill, of the North Ward, 
suggesting a number of desirable im- 
provements in equipment and the ar- 
rangement of the teaching staff under 
bis supervision. 

Miss E. M. Sneers, of the South Turk 
teaching staff, applied for an increase of 
salary from .$050 per annum (which she 
receives at present); and Principal Ag- 
nes Deans Cameron, of the same school, 
pointed to the overcrowded condition of 
the two lower grades under her direc- 
tion, asking for the appointment of on 
additional teacher. 'Both of these com- 
munications went to the new board. 

Requisitions for supplies from Princi- 
pal Tait, of Victoria West, and Princi- 
pal Paul, of the High school, went to 
the committees directly interested, a 
joint, application from the Boys' and 
Girls' Central schools for a piano to be 
used in the closing exercises on Friday 
provoking discussion ere it was finally 
disposed of. 

Trustee Hal! would not endorse the 
payment of the ?5 involved, and did not 
think the city auditor would consent to 
pass any item such as piano rental. 

Trustee Murehnnt was of the same 
way of thinking. 

Trustees Belyea and Mrs. Jenkins 
were inclined to be more liberal, how- 
ever, and thought that as the city had 
paid similar bills before, there was no 
reason to conclude that it would not do 
so again. 

Trustees Hall and Marchant moved 
that the request be refused. Trustees 
Belyea and Mrs. Jenkins entered an 
amendment that it he granted. And the 
amendment prevailed— 4 to 2. 

Miss Straehau wrote the board, grace- 
fully acknowledging courtesies extended 
to her during her service on the teach- 
ing staff of the North Ward school, and 
tendering her resignation, to take effect 
at the close of the term. 

" Why does Miss Straehau wish to 
terminate her engagement?" asked a 
member. 

" For the reason that the majority of 
young ladies terminate engagements," 
answered Trustee Marchant. " The 
ceremony takes place a week from to 
night, I believe." 

Chairman Hayward recalled the days 
when any member of the teaching staff 
taking the step contemplated by Mis: 
Strachan received the present of a large 
family Bible at the hands or the board 
There came too many calls for Bibles, 
however, anil the practice had to be di 
continued. 

The resignation was accepted, with re- 
gret at the loss of n good teacher, and 
the congratulations of the hoard to the 
prospective bride, with all good wishes 
for her in her new sphere of life. 

Several applications for appointment 
on the teaching staff were received and 
placed on the 'Jjst for consideration by 
the incoming trustees, the statistical 
statement for the month being then 
taken up. This showed an enrolment 
of 2,404; an actual average attendance 
of 2,095,01; 15 cases of truancy; $2 oases 
of corporal punishment; 174 cases of 
tardiness; 12 teachers absent; mi at- 
tendance percentage of S7.ll; a punc- 
tuality percentage of 99.81; and 49.SIS 
pupils per teacher as the average for the 
month, 

Trustee McMicking was inclined to 
look upon the punishment return as un- 
duly high, ami asked for details. These 
were given as follows; High school, 0; 
Boys' Central, .'5; Girls' Central, 4; 
Victoria West, 1; Spring Ridge, 0; and 
South Park, 9.
